Under original plans, the 7,000- 
aere Crab Orchard Lake, 
c o m ­ 
pleted in 1938, was to be supple­ 
mented 
by two feeder lakes — 
Little Grassy and Devil’s Kitchen. 
Little Grassy, 
which 
spreads 
over 1.000 acres, was finally fin 
ished in 1952. But the rugged Dev­ 
il's Kitchen d am was abandoned 
shortly after Pearl Harbo r while 
only half completed. 


Now, some $4 3 million in fed­ 
eral funds has been ticketed 
to 
complete a picture that has been 
on the Corps of Engineers d r a w ­ 
ing boards for more than 15 years. 
Some clearing and other pre lim ­ 
inary work has already been done 
at 
Devil'* 
Kitchen. 
The 
job of 
completing the da m proper will 
begin this spring. 
The da m, when 
finished, will 
impound w’ater in 
an 800-acre lake that will be 90 
feet deep. 
Larry Sheffield, park ra nger at 
the refuge, say* bids are sched 
uled to he let next Sep tember for 
constructing

He expect* the dam to be fin­ 
ished sometime during 1959. It will 
probably take another two years 
for the lake to fill. 
The refuge area includes 44,000 
acres in three counties—William- I 
son, .Jackson and Union—hut, most 
of the land is in Williamson Coun­ 
ty. 
It is administered by the De 
p artm e n t of Interior’s 
Fish 
and 
Wildlife Service under special act 
of Congress. 
Use of the three lake areas is 
'-polled out by the congressional 
act. The shores of Crab Orchard 


are for the public’s exclusive use 
The waterfront area around Lit­ 
tle Grassy is given over for lease 
by organizations.
